Office Action Summary

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1 . In the specification, pages 1-2, the applicant is requested to provide the information 
regarding the serial no., title, inventor, filing date and update the status from time to time for the 
listed related co-pending application. 

2. The drawings are objected to because each block in Figures 3 and 12 should be labeled 
with descriptive legends known in the art. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1. 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appHcation for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kabaya et al. in 
U.S. Patent no. 5,305,322, hereinafter referred as Kabaya. 

Regarding claim 25, Kabaya discloses a method of forming a current TDM data frame, 
by receiving an incoming TDM data frame having an incoming header defining a first payload 
size and an incoming payload of a second payload size; forming a new payload of the first 
payload size; filling the new payload with data from the incoming payload; forming the current 
TDM data frame with the incoming header and the new payload (see col. 2, line 41 to col 3, line 
19, Figures 2-4). 

Regarding claim 26, Kabaya 25, further discloses the step of recovering TDM clock 
signal from the incoming TDM data frame (col. 3, lines 20-24). 

Regarding claim 27, Kabaya further discloses the step of stuffing the new payload with a 
plurality of stuff bytes (col. 2, lines 11-12). 

5. Claims 1-24, 28-36 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The subject matter of claims 1-24, 28-36 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because all prior arts fail to teach or suggest a method and system for forming a TDM frame, the 
by determining an available bandwidth for a current TDM data frame; selecting a predefined 
TDM bandwidth with a predefined payload size, wherein the predefined TDM bandwidth is 
greater than the available bandwidth; determining an fractional payload size the current TDM 
data frame based on the available bandwidth; and creating the current TDM data frame having a 
payload that is less than or equal to the fractional payload size. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

7. The prior art made of record and not reUed upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Dove et al. '749 & '475, Pierson, Jr. '128 & '566Hosein, Berger et al., Roy et al,, and 
Blahut are all cited to show the common feature of TDM frame transmission utilizing header and 
variable size payload similar to the claimed invention.
